Retiring leader views changes 
affecting Scouting with alarm

TWIN FALLS - Now in his fifth 
decade of leading Boy Scout Troop

Parolee charged with murder; 
state weighs changing system 


LINCOLN. Neb. (AP) — ' 
Ronald Fort was a convicted killer 
in prison more than 12 years when 
he came before the state Parole 
fioard this summer. The last time 
he got parole, Fort was hauled 
back 10 jail for gun possession. 

Despite that and other warnings 
of possible trouble, the board let 
him go on July 22..’A month later, 
he was back in prison, accused of 
another killing. 

On Tuesday, Fort, 31-, of Lin- 
coln, faces a ‘probable cause hear- 
ing in the Aug. 18 shooting death 
of Baron Scon Smith, a 25-year- 
old musician who worked with ur- 
ban kids, trying to divert them 
from drugs and gangs. Smith's 
body was found in the parking lot 
of a job training center in Omaha. 

. Fort pleaded innocent when he 
was charged on Aug. 23 with first- 
degree murder in Smith’s death. 

In the meantime, Gov. Ben Nel- 


son wants the three parole bourd 
members removed; they have -re- ‘ 
fused to resign.

"One concern which 1 have is 
that the time actually served is 
much lew than the sentence as the 
public understands it," Stenberg 
said. 

But there has been little support 
in Nebraska to get rid or parole. 
And criminal justice experts say 
parole is more than a' reward for 
good behavior. They say it also 
provides a crucial rtlcasc Valve 
for overcrowded prisons. 

“Parole gives correctional au- 
thorities some control over a pep- 
son," said Phil Heymann. who 
teaches criminal law at Harvard ■ 
University. 

The attorney general's reaction 
isn't unusual though, Heymann 


said. "Whenever somebody kills 
and commits ' another murder," 
Heymann said, "it puts great pres- 
sure on legislatures to say no to pa- 
role for murderers and causes pa- 
role boards to say 'No more 
paroles."’ _ 

At the start qf this year, nearly a 
half-million parolees were under 
active supervision in the United 
States, according to the Criminal 
Justice Inst ituitLpf New York. 

That compares with the 800,000 
inmates packed into prisons built 
for just over 600,000. In Nebras- 
ka. prisons- ure 47.6 percent over 
capacity. 

Parole systems work, said Marj 
Marlene, editor of Corrections 
Compendium; a -national— journal— 
for corrections professionals pub- 
lished in Lincoln. .“We’ve had 
very few problems, there have 
been some parole revocations, but 
noi many, really.” she said.

One 
little girl calls Iter special friend Nana, as 
she would her own grandmother. It's 
lovely." The visits are offered as adult 
education courses in parenting by the 
North Orange County (Calif.) Community 
College District. Nursing homes serve as 
classrooms, with a teacher on hand to 
show parents and children how to play 
and interact with the older generation. 

"Two mothers, with five children 


over a year," says Carol Dcr, an instructor 
for programs at Gordon Lane and at 
.Harbor. Health Care. “One of the mothers 
brought her new baby along for the 
residents to hold. What joy." 

The Beverly Foundation in Pasadena, 
Calif., was among the pioneers in 
developing model Adopt-A-Grandparent 
programs nationwide. The non-profit

In fact, in our hustle-bustle worlds the ’ 
desire for quick relief is increasing, health 
authorities say. We don’t want pain and we 
can’t miss work; so we reach for thc_ 
fustest, most effective solution. 

But as local pharmacists point out many 
consumers aren’t aware of some of the real 
consequences of using the wrong drug or 
too much of die right one. 

"Mediention is complicated," Douglas 
Bell, owner of Medicine Shoppe, said. "To 
- think you understand something because 
■ you read a boqk is foolish. 

“Ninety-nine percent of the time you’re 
going to be fine. It’s that one percent dial 

we try.ta guard against. People do die from_ 

reactions to and combinations of 
medicines. It’s rare, but it can happen." 

Thnt’s shocking news for a society that 
thinks that if two pills arc good then three 
ore better — a myth that-phormacists say 
docs not hold true. 

“The public gets the idea that if it’s ‘ 
nonprescription, then it is safe. That is not 
always true,” Dave Nelson, pharmacist at 
Sav-Mor Drugs, said. "The medication 
must be taken in correct doses. Practically 
any medicine you take too much of, there 
arc dan g ers associated with it."
